dings, averaging seven pounds eturn, 
are sent out each year. According- to 
an old tradition, pluin pudding should 
be at least "nine days old" before 
Its eating. To make, put into a big 
bowl one cupful each of finely chopped 
suet, seeded raisins, cleaned currants 
and granulated sugar, three cupfuls of 
soft breadcrumbs and one each of 
shredded citron and orange peel. Add 
four egg.s one by one, each being- mix- 
ed thoroughly with the other ingredi- 
ents before the next one is added. 
Xext to follow are half a cupful of milk, 
one-quarter cupful of brandy (if there 
is no objection to Its use), one tea- 
spoonful of cinnamon, one teaspoonful 
of mixed uutmeg, clove and allspice 
nnd the grated yellow rind of one lem- 
on. Mix thoroughly, using the hands; 
then till into a large buttered mold, 
leaving scarcely any room for it to 
swell. Tie a thickly greased aud flour- 
ed cloth or a piece of oiled paper over 
the top and fit on the cover as tight as 
possible. 
Put into a steamer or ar- 


range some cords so that it may be 
suspended from the inside of the cover 
of the kettle in which it is boiled. The 
boiling water should reach up nearly 
to the height of the bowl. Boil seven 
hours steadily, taking care that no wa- 
ter boifs into it and that the water is 
boiling when the pudding goes iii and 
is never allowed to stop. On Christ- 
mas day it can be reheated in the 
mold in which it was made. 
When 


sending to the table stick a sprig of 
Loily on the top, put a border of 
blanched split almonds around the 
edge aud pour over the pudding a 
quarter cupful of brandy or rum to be 
set on fire just as it enters the dining 
room. 


Plum Pudding Sauce.—Cook together 


a cupful of sugar and a quarter cupful 
of water until tho sirup spins a thread. 
Beat the yolks of three eggs until lem- 
on colored and thick and pour the hot 
sirup over them, beating all the time. 
Add a cupful of cream, one teaspoon- 
tu\ of lemon juice and two tablespoon- 
fuls of brandy (if not objectionable); 
strain and serve immediately.

How a Siphon Acts. 


The main principle of the siphon Is 


the same as that of a suction pump- 
viz, that if a vacuum be created in a 
tube inserted hi water the normal pres- 
sure of the atmosphere will cause the 
water to rise in the vacuum to a 
height of about thirty-three feet. The 
siphon is a bent tube, one side or leg 
of which Is longer than the other, and 
the conditions of Its successful opera- 
tion are, first, that the shorter side or 
leg be placed in the water; second, the 
longer side or leg to hang freely over 
the edge of the vessel; third, a vacuum 
to be created throughout the Jength of 
the tube by sucking tho air from the 
longer side. This will be Immediately 


: followed by a flow of water, which 


i will continue as long as the mouth of 
! the shorter side or leg of the tube re- 


I mains under the surface of the water. 
In transferring water from a lower 


j level care should be taken not to re- 
' move the short side from the water, as 
that would destroy the vacuum and 
cause the flow to stop.
